Somebody has well said that 
“the proper study of mankind is 
man.” The study of biography, 
therefore, is always a most fasci- 
nating and helpful study. Every- 
body who is normal is interested 
keenly in the lives of people who 
have succeeded. We would know 
all that we may about them, about 
their beginnings, their struggles, 
their habits, about their view- 
point in life. 


This morning I would di- 
rect your attention for a lIit- 
tle while to the most remark- 
able Christian oof the  cen- 


turies, namely, the Apostle Paul. 
He was, and is, the greatest single 
credential that Christ’s gospel has 
ever produced. One day, in writing 
to his favorite church, the Philip- 
pian church, in a burst of confi- 
dence, it would seem, he lets us 
into the secret of his marvelous 
life, and we are to study that 
threefold secret for a little while 
this morning. Mark his words: 
“This one thing I do, forgetting 
those things which are behind, and 
reaching forth unto those things 
which are before, I press toward 
the mark for the prize of the high 
calling of God in Christ Jesus.” 


Paul Concentrated on the 
Main Thing 


In those words, this greatest 
of all Christians states the three- 
fold secret of his incomparable 
life, and we will do well to look at 
that threefold secret today. The 
first element in it is the element 
of wholehearted concentration, 
“This one thing I do’”—not a dozen 
things, not even two things, but 


’—Phil. 3:13, 14. 


“this one thing I do.” No life 
can be very great, or very happy, 
or very useful, without this ele- 
ment of concentration. Every one 
should have a work to do, and 
know what it is, and do it with 
all his might. Decision is energy, 
and energy is power, and power 
is confidence, and confidence to a 
remarkable degree contributes to 
success. Many a man in life has 
failed, not from lack of ability, 
but from lack of this element of 
concentration. The whole world is 
witness to its power. Turn to any 
realm that you will, and the vital 
meaning of concentration stands

It is con- 
centrated food with many, many 
Scripture references and will need 
prayerful study. 

So much is said in the Bible 
about the Holy Spirit and His 
work is so important that much 
has been written and preached 
on the subject. Much more ought 
to be preached. In this brief article 
we cannot tell all the Bible says 
about the Holy Spirit, but we can 
give briefly the principal teachings 
concerning the Holy Spirit’s rela- 
tion to a child of God. 


The Holy Spirit Promised to 
Dwell in the Christian’s Body 


In the 14th chapter of John, 
the Saviour promised His disciples 
the Comforter. 

“If ye love me, keep my com- 
mandments. 

“And I will pray the Father, and 
he shall give you another Com- 
forter, that he may abide with 
you for ever; 

“Even the Spirit of truth; whom 
the world cannot receive, because 
it seeth him not, neither knoweth 
him: but ye know him; for he

dwelleth with you, and shall be in 
you”’—vs. 15-17. 

Notice the words of Jesus con- 
cerning the Holy Spirit, “He dwell- 


eth WITH you, and shall be IN| 


you. The night before the cruci- 
fixion, the Holy Spirit was WITH 
Christians. Later on at the prom- 
ised time, the Holy Spirit was to 
be IN the disciples. 

When did the Holy Spirit come 
into the disciples’ bodies to make 
His home? In John 7:37-39, Jesus 
foretold the same matter. Read 
it carefully to find when the Holy 
Spirit would be given to dwell 
in the Christian’s body. 

“In the last day, that great day 
of the feast, Jesus stood and cried, 
saying, If any man thirst, let him 
come unto me, and drink, 

“He that believeth on me, as 
the Scripture hath said, out of his 
belly shall flow rivers of living 
water. 

“(But this spake he .of the 
Spirit, which they that believe on 
him should recewe: for the Holy 
Ghost was not yet given; because 
that Jesus was not yet glorified.)” 
_ Jesus said that those who be- 


lieved on Christ should (in the 
future) receive the Spirit, but that 
“the Holy Ghost was not yet giv- 
en; because that Jesus was not 
yet glorified.” When Jesus should 
rise from the dead with a glorified 
body, then the Holy Ghost would 
be given to dwell in the bodies 
of saved people. Before the resur- 
rection of Christ, the Holy Spirit 
was WITH Christians. After the 
resurrection of Christ, He was IN 
Christians. 

The same gospel of John tells 
us when the promise of Jesus in 
John 7:37-39 was fulfilled. The 
20th chapter of John tells about 
the resurrection of Jesus and then 
how He appeared to His disciples 
and breathed on them and said, 
“Receive ye the Holy Ghost.” John 
20:19-22 says: 

“Then the same day at evening, 
being the first day of the week, 
when the doors were shut where 
the disciples. were assembled for 
fear of the Jews, came Jesus and 
stood in the midst, and saith unto 
them, Peace be unto you.

‘Space Travel

I was holding meetings in a 
church in Portland, Oregon, and 
staying in the home of one of the 
members. A few months later, I 
was in California and received a 
letter from the man in Portland, 
telling me of his experience with 
a “flying saucer.” 

He had been going home from 
work after midnight, one night, 
when he became aware of an 
orange disk some rods to one side 
of him. He was terrified and tried 
to get away from it, but it fol- 
lowed him around corners and 
everywhere he went. Finally it 
zoomed up and out of sight. 


Who the creatures were in that 
“saucer,” or where they came 
from, I do not know, but it is no 
new thing for intelligent beings 
from another sphere of« life to 
enter our realm, nor for creatures 
from outer space to visit inhabi- 
tants of our world. 

The difficulties of travel from 
outer space are_ inconceivably 
great, and the hindrances that 
Gabriel had to overcome when he 
came to announce the birth of our 
Lord to the virgin Mary are be- 
yond the human mind to under- 
stand. Of course angels seem to be 
almost independent of time and 
space, but from the human stand- 
point, let us consider the difficul- 
ties he had to face. 


The Three Maps 


A few years ago the National 
Geographic Magazine had a series 
of three maps. The first map was 
of our solar system. There was the 
sun, and ninety-three million miles 
out was the earth. The earth is 
so far away that light, traveling at 
the fearful rate of 186,000 miles a 


second, takes eight minutes to get 
here. What tremendous distances 
we encounter as we go on out, past 
the orbit of Jupiter and Saturn 
and Neptune, and finally clear out 
to the rim of the solar system, 
where little Pluto runs his course 
year after year in perfect obedi- 
ence to the will of his Creator. 
The second map was of the 
Milky Way system of stars—hun- 
dreds of millions of them—a gal- 
axy of stars so vast and so in- 
conceivably great that if one star 
on one edge were to send its light 
to a star on the other edge, it 
would take 100,000 years for the 
light to make the journey, and 
that long, even at the fearful rate

Thank you for your letter. I 
have gone over your letter very 
carefully. And now, after very 
careful and prayerful attention 
and waiting on God, a number 
of things indicate to me that your 
letter and your proposition is not 
of God. I do not question that you 
love the.Lord as much as you say 
you do. I simply say that there is 
abundant spiritual evidence that 
you have someway missed what 
God intended you to write, and 
that you do not represent Him in 
your suggestions in this letter. 
Now it is only fair and right for 
me to tell you the evidence God 
brings to mind that you are 
wrong. 


But the Bible Commands Us 
to “Reprove, Rebuke.” 

Il. First of all, your position is 

not the Bible position. You say 


God has reserved to Himself and 


has not called any man “to dispute 
the workers of iniquity.” You say, 
“Simply stop negating Satan.” 
Now to the Word of God. 

1. The Bible commands are very 
clear. Titus 1:12, 13 says, “One 
of themselves, even a prophet of 
their own, said, The Cretians are 
alway liars, evil beasts, slow bel- 
lies. This witness is true. Where- 
fore rebuke them sharply, that 
they may be sound in the faith.” 
That language is very clear. 

To Timothy Paul was inspired 


tioned by name Phygellus and 
Hermogenes (II Tim. 1:15), and 
Demas (II Tim. 4:10) who had de- 
parted from faithfulness, loving 
the present world. In I Corinth- 
ians 5, the Christians at Corinth 
were plainly commanded, “There- 
fore put away from among your- 
selves that wicked person’ . (vs. 
13). And many other Bible exam- 
ples occur. So I know your sug- 
gestion is not of God.

Dilemma in Dallas 


Psychiatrists and public officials 
in Texas’ second largest city are 
scratching their heads in wonder- 
ment in view of the all-time high 
number of suicides. During the 
first seven months of 1961, Dallas 
had 62 suicides as compared with 
32 at the same time the year be- 
fore, a year which saw only 63 
suicides in its entirety! Hereto- 
fore, the greatest number of sui- 
cides during the first seven 
months of a given year was 62 in 
1932 and 65 in 1933, when Dallas 
“got the brunt of the 1929 stock 
market and econemic collapse.” 


Commenting about the high sui- 
cide rate, City Health Director J. 
W. Bass said: “It is very signift 
cant. Now what it signifies is 
something else.” That is where the 
dilemma comes in. The experts 
think the high rate may be due 
to world tension, a higher un- 
employment rate, over-use and 
abuse of tranquilizers, sleeping 
pills, pep pills and other drugs, 
but they weren’t sure enough to 
permit the press to quote them. 


One of the leading psychiatrists 
said that the basic reason for sui- 
cide was “loss of love or being 
loved” and added that suicide is 
a “nation-wide phenomenon,” now 
the ninth most common killer in 
the country. 


In Dallas, almost all of the sui- 
cides were in the white race. 
Forty-five died of _ self-inflicted 
gunshot wounds, seven by hanging, 
four from poisoning, and two from 
jumping off high places. The age 
of the great majority of the sui- 
cides was in the 35-44 and 45-54 
brackets. 

What a reminder these figures 
are of the biblical truth found in 
Isaiah 48:22, “There is no peace, 
saith the Lord, unto the wicked,”

Sam’s the Loser, Too! 


Even Uncle Sam can’t make a 
profit on sin. For nearly three 
decades he has been trying to do 
so on liquor, but he has discovered 
that he pays out three-and-one- 
half to four times as much as he 
takes in. One of the biggest jokes 
ever told by the booze boys was 
the one claiming the government 
could make money by legalizing 
liquor, then taxing it. 

Now Sam has discovered that he 
is making the same kind of a 
“profit” on gambling. Back in 1951, 
Congress passed a gambling tax 
law making it compulsory for ev- 
ery gambler to pay a $50-a-year 
stamp tax, plus 10 per cent of his 
The 
was supposed to bring in 40 
in revenue.

| In the last fiscal year, which 
‘ended June 30, after having this 
statute on the books for nearly 
a decade, the tax law brought in 
only 7% million dollars—a mere 
token of what was originally ex- 
pected. 

But that is not all the story! 
Mortimer M. Caplin, our Internal 


Revenue Commissioner, told Sena- 
tor John L. MeClellan of the in- 
vestigating: subcommittee, “Jt has 
cost more to enforce the gambling 
than the government has been 
able to collect.” 

Chairman McClellan 
that professional 
evading as much tax liability as 
$9,000,000 a year. Commissioner 
Caplin told the committee that out 
of the tens of thousands of known 
gamblers, “only 978 paid the 10 
per cent in stamp taxes last year.” 

One cannot help but wonder 
when Uncle Sam will wake up to 
the fact that he cannot make a 
profit by legalizing sin! Yet, in- 
stead of learning, the trend seems 
to be the other way and, in the 
not-too-distant-future, it looks as 
if- prostitution will be legalized in 
the United States—taxed heavily, 
of course!

around the sun, faster than any 
bullet has ever gone—eighteen 
miles a second. How can he land 
upon that small spot of dust and 
keep his footing? 

If you think that might be easy, 
you try this. Go to the country 
and hang your handkerchief upon 
a tree. Then have someone stand 
a mile away with a gun and shoot 
at your handkerchief.

Thus we see that space flight is 
no new mode of travel, but has 
been in use for thousands of years.

One hun- 
dred million angels have winged 
their way in from the depths of 
space and stand upon the bleach- 
ers of glory, and cheer and cheer 
as the Lamb takes the book out 
of the hand of Him who sits upon 
that throne. 

I would get the scene well in 
my mind, and then imagine myself 
stepping upon that crystal pave- 
ment and mingling with the saints 
of all ages. One time, while in 
deep meditation along this line, I 
had a flash of reality. I felt that 
I was actually stepping upon it, 
and I drew back with fear and 
unworthiness, but later, when I 
thought upon the matter, I was 
made to rejoice that I am made 
“meet to be partakers of the 
inheritance of the saints in light” 
(Col. 1:12). Verily, I will sometime 
step upon that crystal pavement 
and mingle with the saints of all 
ages, and be absolutely at home, 
and even look the most holy angel 
right in the eye.

John 
saw our Lord on the Isle of Pat- 
mos and His face “was as the 
sun shineth in his strength” (Rev. 


1:16), and John “fell at his feet 
as dead.” Our mortal body simply 
cannot exist in that terrible glory. 

I sat on a rooftop in California, 
before daylight, one morning when 
suddenly the whole sky was ablaze 
with a flash of light. It was an 
atomic bomb, exploded some four 
hundred miles away. Probably the 
nearest thing we have on earth 
to the glory of Heaven is the 
light generated by the atomic 
bomb. I have heard that it even 
melted the @yes when it was ex- 
ploded in Japan. And yet, some- 
time we who love the Lord will 
be ushered into this marvelous 
light, having a body capable of 
expression in all this glory. 

I was holding meetings in Phil- 
adelphia. I have had lots of 
trouble with my mortal body, and 
one evening it seemed I might 
almost die in the pulpit. I could 
hardly finish my message. 

As soon as the services were 
over, I went into the pastor's 
study and sat in the cool air from 
an open window to keep my heart 
beating. Later I went to my room 
in the home of the pastor and 
went to bed. As I lay in bed with 
my eyes closed, I was wondering 
how I could get help if my heart 
began to cause me trouble in the 
night. 

I lay there with those thoughts 
in my mind and with my eyes 
closed. Then I opened my eyes, 
and my room was flooded with a 
very bright light, and for the brief- 
est part of a second, I thought my 
heart had quit beating and I was 
entering the glories of Heaven. 
The facts were that I had slept 
all night and the sun was shining 
in at the window and flooding my 
room with light. Verily, what pros- 
pects of joy and glory await those 
who love the Lord. 


Meeting Loved Ones 


What joys await Us as we again 
greet those we once loved, but 
who have gone before. Oft as I 
pass the cemetery, I look -over 
and thank God for parents who 
kept me in the ways of the Lord. 
One of the first things I want 
to do when I arrive on those 
shores is to tell my parents how 
glad I am they had a Christian 
home. 

Some months ago I had a heart 
attack. That meant several weeks 
of rest. One day, lying on my bed, 
not knowing how things would go, 
I got to thinking about the other 
side. As I lay there, I tried to 
imagine that my heart had stopped 
and as I opened my eyes to the 
other realm, there stood my 
guardian angel to take me to the 
heavenly paradise. 

I do not know if I fell asleep 
or just what happened, but it 


seemed so real, for as we sped up- 
ward, I became aware of the por- 
tals of Heaven in the dim mist 
ahead and suddenly it flashed into 
my mind that my parents were 
just inside, awaiting my arrival. I 
cried out and tears gushed into my 
eyes. Verily, it was all over in an 
instant, but soon, very soon it will 
be real. 

Some envy the young people 
with their many years of life be- 
fore them, but as I now stand upon 
the western shores of life and look 
back over the years that are past, 
and then turn and glance at the 
glories ahead, I can almost say 
that I am like a little boy look- 
ing forward to Christmas.

wonders without number; 
has seen fit to reveal only a limit- 
ed few of them for us. Apparently 
He does not want us to know too 
much about that paradise He has 
prepared. 

In II Corinthians 12:2-4 Paul 
refers to a man who once went to 
Heaven and returned. Most Bible 
students feel he was talking about 
an experience he himself had when 
he was stoned and left for dead 
outside the city of Lystra. But re- 
gardiless of who the man was, Paul 
described it: “I knew a man in 
Christ above fourteen years ago, 
(whether in the body, I cannot 
tell; or whether out of the body, 
I cannot tell: God knoweth;) such 
an one caught up to the third 
heaven. And I knew such a man, 
(whether in the body, or out of 
the body, I cannot tell: God know- 
eth;) How that he was caught up 
into paradise, and heard unspeak- 
able words, which it is not lawful 
for a man to utter.” 


Paul said, in essence, “I was 
caught up into Heaven, into Para- 
dise, and I saw unspeakable 
things. I would love to tell you 


all about it but God won't let me. 
The things I saw and the things 
I heard in Heaven He will not per- 
mit me to write in this letter and 
describe for you.” But while God 
has purposely withheld much in- 
formation about Heaven from us, 
the things He ras revealed—as we 
are reminded in Deuteronomy 
29 :29-—-belong “unto us and to our 
children for ever... .” 

In this message I want us to 
look into the precious Word of 
God and consider some of those 
things He has revealed about “the 
hope which is laid up for you in 
heaven.” Let me paint a few 
scenes, if I can, upon the canvas 
of your mind.to better acquamt 
you with this land the Bible calls 
Paradise, Heaven, the Father's 
Honse and the New Jerusalem.

one who realizes what God can do, 
who understands anything at all 
about His omnipotent power, 
knows Heaven would have to be a 
perfect place if He prepared it. 
God has never blundered yet; the 
Lord Jesus has never once made 
a mess of anything He set out to 
do. And you may be sure He will 
not make a failure coricerning 
Heaven. It will be a perfect place. 


Heaven will be perfect in the 
sense that nothing will ever mar 
it. There will never be anything 
to defile it or spoil it. In Revela- 
tion 21, after describing some of 
the glories of Heaven, God says: 
“And there shall in no wise enter 
into it anything that defileth, 
neither whatsoever worketh 
abomination, or maketh a lie: but 
they which are written in the 
Lamb’s book of life” (v. 27). Heav- 
en is “off limits” to sin and sin- 
ners of every kind and description. 
Satan will never enter Heaven. 
The demons will never enter 
Heaven.. The fallen angels who 
kept not their first estate will 
never enter Heaven. Unredeemed, 
unregenerate, Christ-rejecting 
mankind will never enter Heaven. 
God has promised that nothing to 
defile, nothing to spoil, nothing to 
work abomination will ever enter 
that celestial city. 

When God created our domain 
He said of everything He had 
- mMade—the earth, man, animals, all 
of it—“it is good!” And this earth, 
with all its inhabitants, was per- 
fect in its original creation.. But 
then Satan the spoiler, the de- 
ceiver, the worker of abomination 
entered to sow his handiwork of 
ruin. It was through this rising 
and entrance of sin by the master 
planning of Satan that God's per- 
fect earthly creation was spoiled. 
But Satan the serpent will never 
rear his ugly head in His holy 
Heaven! God’s arch-enemy will 
never have an opportunity to lead 
astray through subtlety the in- 
habitants of Glory! Nothing. will 
ever enter to spoil it. Nothing will 
ever enter to sin. Heaven will be 
absolutely perfect in that sense. 

Not only so, but Heaven will be 
perfect in the sense that there 
will be nothing lacking, nothing 
left out. We, like the Pennsyl- 
vania cattle breeder mentioned at 
the beginning of this message— 
though possibly not to such an 
elaborate, expensive extent—build 
our dream houses here on this 
earth. We plan, we scheme, we 
labor for months or years to draw 
up blueprints for a house we think 
will be ideal. But as soon as it’s 
finished and we have moved in we 
sadly discover one of the doors 
opens the wrong way, or a closet 
is on the wrong side of the room, 
or a door is in the wrong place, or 
there ought to be a door where 
there is not one. We are not in 
our earthly dream houses long 
before the faults and flaws be- 
come obvious. But there are no 
flaws, no faults, no mistakes in 
the home up yonder. 

Heaven is perfect, too, in the 
sense of its glories, its beauties, 
its wonders. When you think a 
littie bit about walls of crystal 
clear jasper, when you meditate 
just a moment about gates of 
solid pearl, when you ponder about 
streets of pure gold just like 
transparent glass, when you let 
the realization of these tremendous 
truths grip your heart and soul 
with the wonder of their loveli- 
ness, you will be constrained to 
shout with the amazement of the 
Southern singers, “How beautiful 
Heaven must be!”

When you consider one small 
pearl the size of a bullet—worth 
several thousand dollars—and look 
at its perfection, then realize that 
each of the twelve gates of Glory 
is made out of one solid pearl go- 
ing the tremendous distance of 
“an hundred and forty and four 
cubits” straight up and absolutely 
free from a single flaw, when you 
think of their combined brilliance 
along with the Son of God re- 
flecting upon them in a greater 
glory than manifested by the sun 
in yonder sky, then contemplate 
the beauties of the river of life, 
the mansions that go to make up 
the city of God and the other in- 
describable glories of that wonder- 
land, you begin to realize just a 
little bit how perfect Heaven must 
be in the sense of glory, splendor, 
wonder and beauty. 


But Heaven is not only a place, 
not only a perfect place, it is a 
permanent, perfect place. We are 
reminded in Hebrews 13:14, “For 
here have we no continuing city, 
but we seek one to come.” There 
have been no continuing cities on 
this earth nor will there ever be. 
Think of Athens, Carthage, 
Babylon, Nineveh, Corinth and 
other mighty, splendorous, fascin- 
ating cities of days gone by. One 
by one they have crumbled into 
decay; all have either fallen com- 
pletely or they possess only a 
shadow of their former glory. 
Then think of Moscow, London, 
New York, Washington, Berlin, 
Paris, Tokyo, Chicago and other 
present world centers, realizing 
that the day is approaching when 
they, too, shall be no longer. The 
time is coming when they will 
have crumbled into nothingness 
and even their memory forgotten. 


Yet God’s city will stand for- 
ever! It will abide permanently 
and there will be no crumbling, 
no decay, no wasting away, no 
conquering, no ruining of that city. 
This is a permanent abiding place, 
an eternal, continuing city.

Revelation 21:27 de- 
clares: “And there shall in no wise 
enter into it any thing that defil- 
eth, neither whatsoever worketh 
abomination, or maketh a lie: but 
they which are written in the 
Lamb’s book of life.” 

First John 3:2 delves deeper in- 
to the truth when it says: “Be- 
loved, now are we the sons of God, 
and it doth not yet appear what 
we shall be: but we know that, 
when he shall appear, we shall 
be like him; for we shal] see him 
as he is.” As far as sin and our 
sinful natures are concerned, they 
will be gone forever! ‘This cor- 
ruption will put on incorruption, 
this mortality will put on im- 
mortality, and our sinful natures 
of wrath and woe will be destroyed 
completely. Richard Baxter well 
expressed it: 


My knowledge of that life is small, 
The eye of faith is dim, 

But ‘tis enough that Christ knows all, 
And | shall be like Him. 


The Lord Jesus Christ never 
committed a Single sin and we 
shall be like Him, He never spake 
ill-advisedly with His lips nor was 
ever found with guile in His 
mouth. He never failed in a single 
thing the Father instructed Him 
to do. He never had an impure 
thought or committed an unholy 
act. He never sinned in any way, 
at any place, at any time, under 
any circumstance. And we will be 
like Him! When we enter into the 
city of God all sin and failure will 
be forever behind us. Our nature 
of sin will have been destroyed 
and only the divine nature which 
was imparted to us through the 
new birth will remain. 

How many, many times we are 
compelled to seek out our secret 
closets and, on our knees with 
faces bathed in tears, confess our 
sins. Time and time again—alto- 
gether too often for the same

sins and repeated i 

have forced to acknowledge 
our f . We have had to ad- 
mit, times without number, that 
He has given us some fort to hold 
and we failed to hold it. He has 
given us battles to fight, strong- 
holds to conquer, victories to win 
—and we let Him down complete- 
ly. But in Heaven there will be 
no failures, no need to confess 
sin. There will never be another 
time during all the endless eterni- 
ty when tears will stain our’ 
cheeks because of our wrongdoing. 
Heaven is a place of rest from 
sin. 


Not only so, Heaven is also a 
place of rest from labor. It tells 
us in Revelation 14:13, “And I 
heard a voice from heaven saying 
unto me, Write, Blessed are the 
dead which die in the Lord from 
henceforth: Yea, saith the Spirit, 
that they may rest from their 
labours; and their works do follow 
them.” 


Negroes in the South expressed 
this thought in song as they 
worked in the fields, singing, 


Goin’ t' lay down my sword and shield, 
Down by the river-side, 
Down by the river-side, 

Goin’ t' lay down my sword and shield, 
Down by the river-side, 
Goin’ to study war no more. 


One of. these days you and I 
who know Christ as our personal 
Saviour will lay our sword and 
shield down by the riverside and 
step over into Glory, either 
through the valley of the shadow 
of death or in the rapture of the 
children of God at Christ’s com- 
ing. Then we will study war no 
more—no more battles, no more 
fighting unrighteousness, no more 
launching all-out attacks against 
the forces of Satan—and all our 
battle cries will be changed into 
songs of peace and victory. 

We will rest also from sorrow. 
In that lovely land there will be 
sweet rest from crying, disappoint- 
ments, heartaches and the kin- 


dred woes which dog our path on|* 
earth. Revelation 21:4 tells us| J 
“And God shall} ” 
wipe away all tears from their|” 
eyes; and there shall be no more|™ 
death, neither sorrow, nor crying, |‘ 


about Heaven: 


neither shall there be any more 
pain: for the former things are 
passed away.” ‘i 


Our plans often go astray down é 


here. How many disappointments 


we have, how much heartache, | 


how many tears, how much grief 
caused by separation and sin! But 
we will have no more tears, no 
crying there. Someone has sug- 
gested that our glorified bodies 
will not have tear glands since 
we will have no need for them. 
The Lamb Himself will wipe away 
the last tear from our eyes and 
sadness will be no more. 

Then, as Revelation 21:4 furth- 
er indicates, we will also have 
rest from pain and physical suf- 
fering. How much sickness and 
disease, physical affliction, de- 
formity and things of kindred na- 
ture we suffer in this life. But in 
Heaven they will be gone forever. 
Romans 8:18, 19 tells us about the 
redemption of our bodies: “For I 
reckon that the sufferings of this 
present time are not worthy to be 
compared with the glory which 
shall be revealed in us. For the 
earnest expectation of the creature 
waiteth for the manifestation of 
the sons of God.” 

Anyone familiar at all with suf- 
fering and physical affliction—one 
who has walked up and down the 
corridors of our hospitals and 
sanitariums, one who has seen the 
contagious disease wards and oth- 
er places with the tremendous 
pain and oftentimes unbearable 
physical anguish that human be- 
ings, even children of God, are 
called upon to pass through— 
must marvel exceedingly at the 
extent of this glorious promise. 
We are told that the very worst 
physical suffering possible to en- 
dure in this life is not worthy 
of comparison with the glory 
which shall be hereafter, since 
that glory will be so exceedingly 
wonderful. 

Second Corinthians 4:17 tells us 
the same thing: “For our light af- 
fliction, which is but for a moment, 
worketh for us a far more ex- 
ceeding and eternal weight of 
glory.” Yes, this light affliction 
in the form of physical suffering 
and physical pain is just a tempo- 
rary thing! Contrasted with eter- 
nity, it is “but for a moment.” 
Compared with glory of Heaven 
the affliction we nOw may have, 


no matter how great, is still # 
‘light affliction.” And that light’ 
affliction is working for the pa- 
tient child of God who is submis- 
sive to His will, even in suffering, 
a far more.exceeding and eternal 
weight of glory. In Heaven with a 
perfect body; with no more pain 
or physical affliction, we will rest 
in Him forever. Oh, thank God, 
if you can sing, 


I've anchored my soul in the Haven of Rest, 
I'll sail the wide seas no more; 
The tempest may sweep o'er the wild, 


stormy deep, 
In Jesus I'm safe evermore. 


Yes, in the Son of God we have 
a safe haven of rest here, but a 
wonderful, glorious haven of rest 
hereafter. 


Think with me again about an- 
other scene in that celestial city: 


Ill. Heaven—a Harmony of 
Music 

Song is a manifestation of joy, 
an almost spontaneous manifesta- 
tion of joy. Happy people must 
sing. Sometimes that song is out- 
ward with their lips, sometimes 
only inwardly in their hearts, but 
happy people love to sing and that 
song is an evidence, a proof of joy. 

As a sample of what the Word 
of God tells us about the sweet 
music and joy of Heaven, the 
Apostle John says in Revelation 
5:11, 12: “And I beheld, and I 
heard the voice of many angels 
round about the throne and the 


beasts and the elders: and the/} 


number of them was ten thousand 
times ten thousand, and thousands 


of thousands; Saying with a loud 


veice, Worthy is Lamb that 
was Slain’ to nm power, and 
riches, and wisdom, and strength, 
and honour,and giory,.and bless- 
ing.” John, getting his preview of 
Heaven while imprisoned ori. the 
isle of Patmos, saw-and heard ten 
thousand times ten thousand (that 
is, one huridred million), plus thou- 
sands of thousands, praising the 
Lamb that was slain. 
What a choir! 


Not long ago I read of a choir 
in Europe which boasted five thou- 
sand trained voices blending in 
songs of praise to the Son of God. 
Yet how insignificant even a five- 
thousand-voice choir would sound 
in contrast to the melody of Heav- 
en when the saints begin to sing 
praises in a manner fitting the 
might, majesty and mercy of Jesus 
Christ! Try to imagine; if you will, 
one hundred million, plus thou- 
sands of thousands of perfectly 
pitched melodious voices! No one 
will be off-key; everyone will be 
in perfect harmony. That ideal

element of concentration there is 
of prime importance, if success is 
to be achieved. The very watch- 
words in the business world mag- 
nify this element of concentration. 
They talk to us about specialization 
and consolidation, and incorpora- 
tion, and on and on, giving em- 
phasis im all such words to the 
meaningful quality of concentra- 
tion. | 


A short time ago one of the 
world’s most successful business 
men was waited upon by a group 
of young men, who sought his 
counsel about how to succeed, and 
he gave them this laconic advice: 
“Young gentlemen, get all your 
eggs into one basket, and then 
watch that basket.” It was his 
way of giving emphasis to the 
tremendous value of concentra- 


_ tion. 


The day for the _ jack-of-all- 


trades has passed. A man must do 


one thing and do it with all his 
might. The professional man un- 
derstands that. The lawyer who 
is minded to reach the topmost 
rung of his high calling sets him- 
self with all diligence and devoted- 
ness to that calling, and doés not 
dissipate his energies on a half 
dozen other callings, as in the 
other days men sometimes did. 
The physician, understands that. 
The day of the specialist has come. 
The teacher understands that. In 
all the world about us men under- 
stand that this winning element, 
stated by Paul as the first ele- 
ment, humanly speaking, of his 
marvelous career, is indispensable 
to success, namely, the power of 
concentration—‘“this one thing I 
do.” 


And when we turn to the world 
of science, and look at the notable 
scientists, that truth of concentra- 
tion seems to be written in their 
lives as with letters of living fire. 
Edison with all devotedness con- 
centrates his energies in the realm 
of electricity, and is constantly 
surprising the world by his mar- 
velous discoveries, And the Wright 
brothers, with” all their dévoted- 
ness, gave themselves to the mas- 
tery of the secrets of the air, and 
constantly surprised us by their 
revelations. 


When we come to the highest 
realm of all—the realm religious— 
this element of concentration there 
holds sway just as in these other 
realms. No man can serve two 
masters. One must be our Master, 
and Jesus stands above all man- 
kind and says: “If you would he 
my disciple, then I tell you I must 
come first. I must come before 
father or mother, or the dearest 
loved one of your life. I must come 
before your own business, or your 
own property. I must come before 
your own life. I must be Lord of 
all, or I will not be Lord at all.” 


Now, you would not trust your 
soul’s eternal welfare to a prof- 
fered Saviour who would ask or 
allow anything less than that He 
should be first. “Ye shall seek 
me and find me, when ye search 
for me with your whole heart.” 
I care not what may be a man’s 
difficulties or doubts in the world 
religious, if only such man; with 
definiteness of purpose, with 
wholeheartedness of aim, shall set 
himself to seek God’s light and 
leading, I know that he will find 
Him. “In the day that thou seekest 
me with thy whole heart, I will 
be found of thee.” Many a Chris- 
tian man follows Christ afar off, 
and limps and grovels in the Chris- 
tian life, because he is seeking 
to adjust himself in life to giving 
Christ some secondary place, and 
Christ will not have it. Concentra- 
tion is a prime requisite in the 
victorious life anywhere. 


A Wise Forgetfulness of 
the Past 


In the second place, the great 
Christian leads us to the con- 
sideration of a second secret ex- 
planatory of his marvelous career, 
and that is that he cultivated 
a wise forgetfulness of the 
past. It rings like”a_ trumpet 
blast. in this Bible that we 
are to remember certain things 
that we ought to remember. That 
word “remember” rings out like 
a bugle blast again and again in 


the’ Bible. But along with the 


factor of wisely remembering, 


there is to go that other important 
factor of wisély~-forgetting. Many 
a man goes hobbled and crippled 
through life and never does come 
to the highest and best, because 
he eannot forget certain things 
that ought to be forgotten by him. 


And what are some of the things 
that we ought every one to for- 
get? Let me run over a brief list. 
We ought every one to learn how 
practically to forget our. blunders. 
What blunderers we all are, and 
how many blunders we all make! 
Every man: must learn how to 
forget his own blunders, or he 
will go manacled and crippled to 
his grave. The old saying comes 
in point right clearly, that “the 
best of men are but men at the 
best.”” We are to learn, therefore, 
how to forget our blunders. Eben- 
ezer was a field of defeat before 
it rang with the songs of victory. 
We are to learn how to take our 
very blunders and make them 
bridges over which we shall span 
the chasms and go to better days. 


And what else are we to learn 
how to forget? We are to learn 
how to forget our losses. In human 
life losses of all kinds come more 
or less in our experiences. We are 
to learn how to get past them, 
and practically to forget them.: I 
have observed no more painfully 
tragical sight than a strong, alert 
man, down in spirit, singing his 
dirges and chanting his jeremiads 
because he had lost some property. 


I am. thinking now of a man 
whose property burned up a day 
or two after the insurance had ex- 
pired, and all was a total loss, and 
there he was without. property at 
all, in the gray of that early morn- 
ing, and with his face in his hands 
he kept chanting the pitiful cry: 
“T have lost all!’ Presently his tiny 
little girl, of four or five summers, 
came to him, all puzzled, and said: 
“Why, no, Papa, you have not 
lost all. You have me and Mama 
left!” And it took that to summon 
him and to hearten him and to 
bring him back to sobriety and to 
right-thinking. No man is to whine 
and mope and go down because 
losses come here and there and 
yonder. But, he is to learn how 
to gét past them and to forget 
them. 

What else are we to forget? 
We are to learn how to forget 
life’s injuries. It would seem that 
in this world of ours, with its 
rivalries and competitions and 
frictions and alienations, it is dif- 
ficult to get past the injuries that 
come in human life. And yet I 
tell you, my brother men, if for 
any cause you are cherishing hate 
in your heart, then you have lost 
the highest perspective of life, 
and cannot have the highest per- 
spective of life as long as the 
poison of hate is allowed in your 
heart and in your life. A man is 
terribly hindered and has around 
him a ball and a chain, if in his 
heart he cherishes something that 
says: “I will lie awake at nights, 
and I will turn many a corner, and 
I will await my day, to get even 
with some man for some cruel 
dart that he throws at me.” Big 
men do not hate. Big men do not 
cherish resentments. Big men put 
them down and out, and go their 
way, and refuse to harbor them. 
They- refuse to let them rankle 
like poisons in the heart, thus to 
vitiate every high thing that the 
spirit should hold most dear. 

What else are we to forget? We 
are to learn how to forget our 
successes. More men have been 
spoiled by success than you and 
I can begin to measure. There is 
danger in success, anywhere, for 
any man. If a man can bear suc- 
cess, he can bear anything. Easier 
far can the human spirit bear ad- 
versity than it can bear prosperi- 
ty. It is better any day to go to 
the house of mourning than to the 
house of feasting, for in the house 
of feasting the human spirit is 
lifted up, and pride always goes 
before destruction, and a haughty 
spirit always goes before a fall. 

When Uzziah of old came to his 
day of remarkable prosperity, then 
it was that the Bible tells us his 
heart was lifted up to destruction. 
The history of the rich American 
family stands out like a mountain 
range, that every third generation 
of such family goes to defeat and 
failure and poverty. The first gen- 
eration wins success, the second 
generation spends it, and the third 
generation goes the downward way 
to poverty and failure. We are to 


~ 


learn how to forget our successes. 
If a man does not learn what 
success is for—any kind of success, 
financial success, political ‘success, 
30cial success, intéllectual success, 
any kind of success—if he does 
not learn what it is for, the day 
comes for his undoing and his 
downfall and his defeat. 


What else are we to forget? We 
are to Jearn how to forget our 
sorrows—and sooner or later these 
sorrows come to us, each and all. 
We are to learn how to forget 
them. When the sorrows come, we 
are to learn how to take these 
sorrows to the great, refining, 
overruling Master, and ask Him 
so to dispose, so to rule and over- 
rule in them and with them that 
we may come out of them all 
refined and disciplined, the better 
educated and more useful, because 
of such sorrows. 


They tell us that when you 
break the oyster’s shell at a cer- 
tain place it will go somewhere 
into the deep and find a pear] and 
mend that broken place in its 
shell with a beautiful pearl. Even 
so, when your sorrow in life comes, 
you are to learn how to take that 
sorrow, and so have it woven into 
the warp and woof of your life 
that you shall not be weaker and 
worse for the sorrow, but shall 
be richer and stronger and better, 
because of such sorrow. 


Read every now and then the 
polished essay of. Emerson on 
“Compensation.” Running. all 
through this world is that clear 
principle of compensation. The 
Bible recognizes it: “For. our light 
affliction, which is but for a mo- 
ment, worketh for us a far more 
exceeding and eternal weight of 
glory.” We are to lay to heart 
that sublimest truth that “all 
things work together for good to 
them that love God.” 


Yonder in the asylum for the 
deaf and dumb a visitor went one 
day, and the superintendent of 
the asylum said: “Let me show 
you how bright these_little chil- 
dren are, even though they are 
deaf and dumb. Ask any question 
you will,” said the superintendent 
to the visitor. “Write your ques- 
tion there on the board, and see 
the answers that these little mutes 
will give to your question.” He 
asked question after question, did 
this visitor. After awhile he asked 
a cruel question. I wonder how he 
could have done it. He wrote this 
cruel question there on the board: 
“If God loved you, why did He 
make you deaf and dumb?” Then 
the little things bowed their 
shoulders and sobbed for a mo- 
ment with almost uncontrollable 
emotion, and presently a little 
tiny girl came from out her seat 
there, and went to the black- 
board, and wrete under that ques- 
tion these wonderful words of Je- 
sus: “Even so, Father; for so it 
seemed good in thy sight.”” Wasn't 
it glorious? 

You and I are to take our sor- 
rows, our black Fridays, our lone 
and long nights, and we are to 
come to Him and say: “Manage 
thou these, thou wondrous Friend, 
who canst turn the very night 
into morning; manage these for 
me.” And we are to sing with 
Whittier, when he sang: 


| know not where His islands lift 
Their fronded palms in air; 

But this | know, | cannot drift 
Beyond His love and care. 


What else are we to forget? 
We are to learn how to forget our 
sins. If Paul had not learned how 
to forget his sins he would have 
been crippled utterly clear to his 
death. Paul consented to the death 
of Stephen. Paul persecuted the 
church. Paul was a ring-leader in 
sin. Paul seemed to run the whole 
gamut of sin. He called himself 
“the chief of sinners,” and per- 
haps he was. If Paul had not 
learned how to forget those awful 
sins that mastered him back yon- 
der, if he had not learned how 
to get past them, then he would 


‘have gone with accusing consci 
ence and broken spirit ciear to his 
grave. We shall have about us 
a ball and a chain, and shall go 
groveling and despairing and de- 
feated, if we do not learn how 
‘to forget our sins. 


When we look at the debit side 
of our life, do our hearts faint 
within us? Mine faints within: me. 
But then the Master of life sum- 
mons me and says: “Come over 
here and look at the credit side, 
and the credit side will outfigure 
all that debit side.” And when I 
come over there I say to Him: 
“What dost thou mean, oh, thou 
gracious Friend?” Listen to Him, 
and He tells us: “Where sin 
abounded, grace did much more 
abound.” Listen to Him again: 
“As far as the east is from the 
west, so far hath he removed our 
transgressions from us." And 
listen to Him yet again: “I have 
put your sins behind my back. I 
have drowned them in the depths 
of the sea. I will remember them 
against you no more forever.” 


Oh, isn’t that wonderful? Listen 
to Him again and He tells us: 
“The 
Son cleanseth us from all sin.” 
When Satan comes with his accus- 
ing cry, reminding me of my 
weakness and my frailty and my 
transgressions and my proneness 
to sin and all that, he can make 
out his case, I grant it, but I come 
back and say to him: “But, sir, 
where sin abounded, grace has 
much more abounded, and in 
Christ, whose name 
have victory, even over my sins.” 
“Thou shalt call his name Jesus, 
for he shall save his people from 
their sins.” We have a real Saviour 
from sin in Christ Jesus, and when 
we trust Him, no more are we 
to go hobbled, with ball and chain, 
because of sin, because Christ be- 
comes our personal Saviour from 
both the penalty and power of 
sin. 

Years ago in South Texas there 
was a little home in the country 
burned down, and before the 
neighbors could rescue the family 
all were burned to death save one 
little girl, some nine or ten years 
of age, and she was badly burned 
on one side of her face and little 
body. The rest were all burned to 
death. The neighbors, after a few 
days, when they had consulted, 
sent little Mary to the far-famed 
Buckner Orphans Home. They ad- 
vised the noble head of that home 
when little Mary would come, on 
what train, and there good Dr. 
Buckner was waiting for her, of 
course. 

When she got off the train, 
her little eyes were red from 
weeping, and she seemed intuitive- 
ly to know that he was her pro- 
tector henceforth, and she started 
toward him saying: “Is this Mr. 
Buckner?” He said: “Yes, and is 
this little Mary?” And then she 
came and laid her little head up 
against his knee, and sobbed with 
indiscribable emotion, and looked 
up at last with that little burned 
face and said: “You will have to 
be my Papa and Mama both.” 
He said: “I will, the best I can, 
Mary.” And then she went into 
the Home, and was looked after 
along with those hundreds of chil- 
dren. I have been there time and 
again and preached to them, and I 
have seen them come out to greet 
him when he would return to 
them, after an absence. The little 
tots come down the avenue, and 
vie with one another as they swing 
around him, each wishing to kiss 
him first. 

Along in that group one day 
came the little burned-faced Mary, 
and the little children kissed him

Revelation 21:3 tells us con- 
cerning the city of God: “And I 
heard a great voice out of heaven 
saying, Behold, the tabernacle of 
God is with men, and he will dwell 
with them, and they shall be his 
people, and God himself shall be 
with them, and be their God.” 
Notice especially the words, “the 
tabernacle of God is with men,” 
and again, “he will dwell with 
them,” and yet again, “God him- 
self shall be with them.” The 
greatest thing about Heaven is 
right here: The children of God 
will be with Jesus Christ forever! 


The greatest thing about Heav- 
en will not be our rewards—the 
crowns, the spotless white robes, 
or the trophies representing our 
faithful service to Jesus Christ. 
The greatest thing about Heaven 
will not be in meeting the heroes 
of the faith like Daniel, Paul, 
Abraham, Peter, Moses, Stephen, 
Elijah, or such stalwarts of the 
centuries as Augustine, Luther, 
Wesley, Torrey,. Moody, Sunday 
and Spurgeon. Nor will the great- 
est thing about Heaven even be 
the reunion with our loved ones 
as we greet fathers, mothers, 
brothers, sisters, sons, daughters, 
husbands or wives who had gone 
on before. The greatest thing 
about Heaven will be our umion 
and fellowship with the Son of 
God, the Lord Jesus Christ, our 
Saviour and Redeemer! As Mrs. 
Frank Breck taught us to sing: 


Only faintly now | see Him, 
With the darkling veil between; 
But a blessed day is coming, 
When His glory shall be seen. 


Face to face shall | behold Him, 
Far beyond the starry sky;

No other joy of Heaven will ex- 
ceed or even begin to compare 
with that of our being with Jesus 


Christ and having communion 
with Him. 
One of America’s greatest 


preachers and orators was a Ne- 
gro by the name of John Jasper. 
He preached years ago in Rich- 
mond, Virginia, and Dr. T. T. 
Martin called him the greatest 
orator—preacher or politician, 
black or white—who ever lived 
in America. Thousands, both Ne- 
gro and white, jammed his church 
Sunday after Sunday to hear him 
preach.. They came from’ every 
state in the Union. They came 
from every.country in Europe. 
They came from the uttermost 
parts of the earth to hear. him 
passionately and eloquently tell 
the wonderful story of Christ's 
redeeming love and grace. 

One Sunday morning this saint 
who had been born a slave and 
raised a slave was telling his hear- 
ers about the glories of Heaven. 
As he preached he became so 
completely overcome with emotion 


‘| that he could not control himself 


and simply stood in the pulpit 
weeping like a child. Finally he 
made a motion with his hand to 
dismiss the congregation, and with 
shoulders stooped over made his 
way across the platform to the 
study door. Then, as he laid his 
hand on the knob, he stopped, 
gained control of his emotions by 
Sheer determination and _ will, 
turned back to the rostrum, leaned 
over the pulpit and began talking 
to the people once again. 

“Beloved,” he said, ‘‘one of these 
days old John Jasper is going to 
die. I’m going to walk down the 
streets of Glory and an angel will 
come up to me and say, ‘John Jas- 
per, don’t you want your robe that 
was made white by the blood of 
the Lamb, the robe King Jesus 
has provided for you?’ 

“Then I'll say, ‘Yes, Marse 
Angel, I certainly do want that 
robe that was made white by the 
blood of the Lamb which Jesus 
provided for me, but first of all, 
I want to see Jesus; I want to see 
my Saviour.’ 

“T’ll walk on down the golden 
streets a little bit farther and 
another angel will meet me and 
he will say, ‘John Jasper, don’t 
you want that golden crown that’s 
bedecked with all the jewels repre- 
senting the souls you won to Je- 
sus?’ 


“And T’ll say to him, ‘Yes, Marse 
Angel, I sure do want that golden 
crown with all the jewels: repre- 
“—~| senting’ my soul-winning efforts 
for the Master; but first of all, I 
want to see Jesus and fall down 
prostrate before His nail-pierced 
feet, kiss those holes that. were 
made because of my transgres- 
sions, and thank Him with a burn- 
ing heart for saving such a poor, 
wicked, miserable, black sinner as 
) sy ? 


You and I may not agree with 
some of the details of John Jas- 
per’s theology about whom he will 
see first when he gets to Heaven, 
but every born-again child of God 
says a burning “Amen” from a 
passionate heart to his philosophy 
of wanting to seé Jesus first! Oh, 
what a wonderful Saviour is He 
to save such double-dyed, iniquity- 
soaked, transgression-polluted, in- 
for-Hell sinners as you and I! How 
wonderful it will be when we look 
upon Him whom, having not seen, 
we love with all our heart. 


Oh, the dear ones in g‘ory, how they 
beckon me to come, 

And our parting at the river | recall; 

To the sweet vales of Eden they will sing 
my welcome home, 

But | long to meet my Saviour first of all. 


Yes, Heaven will be a habitation 
with God when we will dwell with 
Him, live with Him, and where 
fellowship. and communion will 
never be broken a single time. 
Throughout all eternity we will be 


with our blessed Saviour and Re- 
‘deemer 


Now let me paint another scene 
for you upon the canvas of your 
mind: 


V. Heaven—a Holy Comple- 
tion of Knowledge 

There are a lot of things we 
don’t know now—admittedly many 
of them things we ought to know 
—but the day is coming when our 
knowledge will be perfect. First 
Corinthians 13:12 tells us: “For 
now we see through a glass, dark- 
ly; but then face to face: now I 
know in part: but then shall I 
know even as also I am known.” 
We have only partial knowledge 
now but complete knowledge is 
God's promise for our future. 

I think is it significant that 
this statement about knowledge 
is found in the chapter universally 
recognized as the great love chap- 
ter of the Bible. It is partly be- 
cause of God’s love that we do 
not know a good many things now 
and that a great many details 
relative to life and service He 
keeps hidden from us. On the oth- 
er hand, it is partly because of 
His love that one day our know- 
ledge will be completed and made 
full. 


When the mists have rolled in splendor 
From the beauty of the hills, 
And the sunlight fails in gladness 
On the river and the rills, 
We recall our Father's promise 
In the rainbow of the spray: 
We shall know each other better 
When the mists have rolled away. 


This truth answers for us the 
question SO. many people ask. 
“Will we. know each other in 
Heaven?” Yes, we will! If we 
know our loved ones now with 
only partial knowledge, we will 
surely know them when our 


knowledge has been made com- 
plete. 

In this life we get acquainted 
with people through introductions 
and after other formalities have 
taken place, but over yonder we 
shall know without any introduc- 
tions or formalities. The heroes of 
the Cross whom we have never 
known will be recognized immedi- 
ately and they in turn will recog- 
nize us. An illustration of this 
truth is seen in the recognition by 
Peter of both Moses and Elijah 
on the Mount of Transfiguration 
although no formalities of intro- 
duction. transpired. 

Every individual in Heaven will 
have complete, perfect knowledge. 
What a wonderful time of fellow- 
ship and communion will be. ours 
when the introverts and the ex- 
troverts will be afflicted no longer. 
Each will know as he is known 
and will in turn be known with 
perfect knowledge. 

When our knowledge is made 
complete we will understand why 
darkness instead of sunshine was 
over so many a cherished plan. 
We will know—and see it was best 
—why some of the programs we 


wanted to put through for God 
never were realizéd because of the 
limiting, restraining ‘hand which 
held us back. The. Josephs will 
understand the rejection and mis- 
treatment by their brethren. The 
Daniels will undefstand why. in 
the program of God they were 
compelled to be cast into the 
lions’ den. The Shadrachs, Me- 
shachs, and Abednegos will under- 
stand why God thought it best to 
send them into the fiery furnace. 
The Jeremiahs and Peters and 
Pauls and Silases will understarn 
their prison pit experiences and 
why it was necessary for them 
to be cast into dungeons for the 
testimony of their Lord. 


We will understand why we 
were afflicted, why we were per- 
secuted at times by both friend 
and foe alike, why it was neces- 
sary in the providence of God to 
endure trials and testings while 
here on earth. In the meantime, 
the best we can do is say with 
Job, “Though he slay me, yet will 


I trust in him... .” (13:15). Let 
come what may—whether vic- 
tories or defeats, whether tri- 


umphs or heartaches, whether per- 
secution or praise, whether bless- 
ing or discouragement—lI’'ll trust 
in Him and walk by faith know- 
ing that His will is wiser than 
my own, confident that He knows 
the end from the beginning and 
will not permit one thing to hap- 
pen to me but what He will work 
together for my good. One day our 
knowledge will be complete and 
we will know. the whys, the where- 
fores and the whens of all the 
things we have endured for the 
testimony of Jesus Christ on earth. 
Yes, Heaven will be a holy com- 
pletion of knowledge. 


Now let me give you another 
scene: 


VI. Heaver—a Happy 
Reunion 


What a joyous homecoming will 
be ours when we arrive on the 
other side to be greeted and re- 
united with friends and loved ones 
who have gone on before. We 
noted previously that the great- 
est thing about Heaven is not our 
loved ones but Christ—we will be 
with Him—and that is true. But 
it is also an added joy, an added 
blessing that we will be with our 
friends and loved ones. Perhaps it 
is a father who has gone on before 
or a mother we watched slip away 
to the other shore whom we are 
anxious to greet again. That hus- 
band or wife who had been with 
us through the toils, troubles, 
tribulations and heartaches of so 
many years and preceded us in 
their coronation day, that baby 
who was laid away in innocent in- 
fancy, that son or daughter who 
fell in the prime of young manhood 
or young womanhood—we will be 
with them never to be separated 
again while the ages come and go. 
The Southern song writer ex- 
pressed his anticipation over this 
awaited event with the words: 


We'll sing and shout and praise the Lord, 
The Lamb will dry our tears; 

We'll have a grand homecoming week 
The first ten thousand years. 
And so we will! The blessed 

thought is that 


No parting word shall e’er be spoken 
In that bright land so fair; 

But songs of joy and peace and gladness, 
We'll sing for ever there. 

Well never say good-by in Heaven, 
We'll never say good-by; 

In that bright land of joy and song 
We'll never say good-by. 


Oh, beloved, think of it! We 
will never say good-by, never be 
separated at all, but be together 
forever. The important thought in 
this line of truth is, of course. 
that the circle be unbroken. Will 
all your family, your loved ones 
and your friends be reunited with 
vou In Heaven? Will you be.there? 
If unsaved, I beseech you right 
now to prepare for Heaven by 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ so 
that the circle will not be broken 
through your absence. If you al- 
ready know Christ and are Heav- 
en-bound, yet have loved ones who 
are not converted, oh, how earnest- 
ly you ought to pay the price in 
tears, in supplication, in continued 
intercession at the throne of grace 
until you see every loved one con- 
verted and the circle completed 
on the other side. Heaven will be 
a happy homecoming, a glorious 
reunion. 


But let me give you still another 
scene’ from the Scriptures of that 
paradise: 


VII. Heaven—a Heartbeat 
Away 


Sometimes folks talk abhout 


‘Heaven as the “beautiful isle of 
somewhere” and they sing of the 


place “far, far away,” but that is 
not so! The Bible presents the 
picture of Heaven as: just one 
heartbeat away and when the old 
heart beats for the final time the 
individual who knows Christ as 
his personal Saviour will step im- 
mediately into the presence of Al- 
mighty God in Glory. Paul ex- 
pressed this thought in Philippians 
1:21, 23, 24, saying, “For to me to 
live is Christ, and to die is gain 

. For I am in a strait betwixt 
two, having a desire to depart, 
and to be with Christ; which is 
far better: Nevertheless to abide 
in the flesh is more needful far 
you.” 


Paul said in essence, “I am 
deeply stirred between a twofold 
decision. I would like to depart 
right now and be with the Lord 
Jesus Christ. I would like to die 
and leave all the troubles, trials, 
persecutions and perplexities of 
this life and step into the presence 
of my Redeemer, never to leave 
Him. But on the other hand, it is 
much more needful for me to re- 
main on this earthly scene. There 
are so many churches that need to 
be encouraged and built up in the 
faith and truth of God’s Word. 
The whole world is lost and dying 
and headed for an eternal Hell. 
There are many who need to be

converted and the Gospel needs to 
be preached to the uttermost parts 
of the earth. I would like to de- 
part and be with Christ, but it is 
much more needful for me to stay 
right here.” Paul could only say 
“to die is gain” if the child of 
God goes to be with Christ the 
very moment he dies, Dying is not 
soul-sleeping, it is awakening with 
Jesus! 

Do you remember that when 
Jesus was crucified there were two 
thieves—one on either side—revil- 
ing, cursing and joining with the 
disparagement of the crowd as they 
ridiculed and blasphemed Him? 
Then, suddenly, one of the thieves 
apparently got a better look at the 
Man on the middle cross and 
stopped his blaspheming and re- 
viling to cry in faith, “Lora, re- 
member me when thou comest in- 
to thy kingdom.” And Luke 23:43 
records the response, “Jesus said 
unto him, Verily I say unto thee, 
To day shalt thou be with me in 
paradise.” That dying thief, who 
put his trust in the dying Saviour, 
was guaranteed that very day he 
would be in Heaven—without any 
delay or any waiting. The very 
moment he died he went to be 
with Jesus Christ in Paradise. 


In the fifth chapter of MII 
Corinthians Paul used the illustra- 
tion of the body as a house or 
tabernacle where the soul and 
spirit—the real you—dwell. He 
said, “For we know that if our 
earthly house of this tabernacle 
were dissolved, we have a building 
of God, an house not made with 
hands, eternal in the heavens” (v. 
1). The Word of God assures us 
that even though our bodies will 
be dissolved, in Heaven we will 
have bodies not made with hands, 
eternal bodies prepared for us by 
Almighty God Himself. Paul went 
on to say in the eighth verse of 
that samé chapter, “We are confi- 
dent, I say, and willing rather to 
be absent from the body, and to 
be present with the Lord.” 


What a wonderful truth: “ab- 
sent from the body .. . present 


‘40rth the Lord-’ There is no purga- 


tory, no soul-sleeping, no waiting, 
no delay; the moment the soul 
and spirit of a Christian leave 
his body he goes immediately into 
the presence of his Saviour. It 
might be well to ask all who be- 
lieve and teach soul sleeping: 
When will the Christian be ab- 
sent from the body if, as you say, 
the soul and spirit are laid away 
with the body umtil the resur- 
rection morning and at that time 
body, soul and spirit are raised 
from the dead to stand in the 
presence of God? The fact of the 
matter is that in such a false 
philosophy there could be no ab- 
senteeism from the body. But, 
thank God, for the Christian, the 
moment he dies he is absent from 
the body and he is present with 
the Lord. Heaven is just a heart- 
beat away for the saved! 


I think of how, 
month ago, I conducted funeral 
services for my own father. Dad 
came home that Tuesday night 
from ‘a hard day’s work, ate a big 
suppér of chicken and biscuits— 
one. of his favorite dishes—then 
spent the evening reading, eating 
a dish of ice cream before he re- 
tired. He had been telling his 
friends—and he was sincere and 
honest in his statement—that he 
had never felt better in his life. 
But less than an hour after my 
father went to bed, my mother 
heard him gasp for breath once cor 
twice in his sleep—and his soul 
and spirit immediately departed 
from his body into the presence 
of the Saviour who had died for 
him and whom he long had been 
anxious to meet. Oh, how sudden, 
how unexpectedly that heart at- 
tack took him from this life into 
the presence of Almighty God! 


What happened to my father 
has been multiplied a thousand 
times over in the days, weeks and 
months past as individual after 
individual has been hurled sud- 
denly, without any warning what- 
soever, out into eternity and the 
presence of God. Oh, how serious 
this is! How earnest and impor- 
tant it is that you be ready for 
the hour of death and departure! 
For those who are ready, Heaven 
is just a heartbeat away. 

Let me give you one more pic- 
ture of that land that is fairer 
than day:

: 


Vill. Heaven—a Hope Secured 
in Christ 
Colossians 1:5 described it, 


“For the hope which is laid up 
for you in heaven, whereof ye 
heard before in the word of the 
truth of the gospel.” This hope 
for Heaven is centered in “the 
truth of the gospel.” It was only 
as the people of Colosse received 
the truth of the Gospel that they 
had a hope for Heaven. 


What was the truth of the Gos- 
pel? What was their hope of 
Heaven? We are told in that same 
first chapter of Colossians, “. . . 
which,is Christ in you, the hope of 
glory” (v. 27). The only hope any 
individual can have for Heaven 
is through Jesus Christ. There is 
no other hope; there is no other 
way. Morality, with all its good 
works, charitable acts and right- 
eous deeds will not pave the way 
to Heaven. Religion, with all its 
ritualism and ordinances will not 
open the gates of Glory. There is 
only one way into Heaven and 
that is through receiving Jesus 
Christ into your heart by faith, 
thereupon being born again as His 
child. 


Do you remember how, after 
telling the disciples about the Fa- 
ther’s house of many mansions in 
the fourteenth chapter of John, 
Jesus went on to say, “... whith- 
er I go ye know, and the way ye 
know”? Thomas replied immedi- 
ately, and this is one time I’m 
thankful for Thomas’ doubt since 
it caused Christ to give such a 
crystal clear answer about the 
way to Glory. Thomas said, “Lord, 
we know not whither thou goest; 
and how can we know the way?” 


Jesus replied in verse 6, saying, 
“T am the way, the truth, and 
the life: no man cometh unto the 
Father, but by me.” Jesus is the 
way to Heaven! He is the truth; 
He is the life! There is absolute- 
ly no other way to the Father but 
by Him. And all who do come by 
faith in Him will immediately re- 
ceive eternal life and the guaran- 
tee of a heavenly home. Yes, Heav- 
en can be yours! 

Let me ask you the most im- 
portant question it is possible for 
one mortal being to ask another:

Dear friend, the Lord Jesus 
Christ is knocking right now 
through this printed message at 
the door of your heart, saying,

life?” Right now, if you will hon- 
estly say in your heart, “Yes, Lord 
Jesus, I will open the door. You 
may come in. I will gladly re- 
ceive You as my personal Sav- 
iour,”” you will be saved and saved 
forever! Remember, it is “. . . 
Christ in you the hope of glory.” 

Decision for Christ 

Surely you want to make Heav- 
en your eternal home! No one in 
his right mind would deliberately 
choose Hell and spurn God’s glori- 
ous Heaven. Yet, unless your sins 
are forgiven and Jesus Christ be- 
comes your Saviour, you will miss 
Heaven and end up in Hell just 
as surely as if you had made Hell 
your deliberate choice. Jesus said, 
“Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
Except a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of God 
. . « Marvel not that I said unto 
thee, Ye must be born again” 
(John 3:3,7). You must be born 
again if you hope to see Heaven. 

Why not trust Jesus and be

shewed unto them his hands and 
his side. Then were the disciples 
glad, when they saw the Lord. 
“Then said Jesus to them again, 
Peace be unto you: as my Father 
hath sent me, even so send I you. 
“And when he had said this, he 
breathed on them, and saith unto 
them, Receive ye the Holy Ghost.” 


Jesus had promised that Chris- 
tians should receive the Holy 
Ghost. John 7:39 had said, “But 
this spake he of the Spirit, which 
they that believe on him should 
RECEIVE.” Now on the day Je- 
sus arose from the dead with a 
glorified body, “the same day at 
evening’ Jesus breathed on the 
disciples and said, “Receive ye the 
Holy Ghost.” 

The Scripture piamiy sets the 
day of the resurrection and glori- 
fication of Jesus as the dispensa- 
tional turning point concerning the 
Holy Spirit indwelling believers. 


The Indwelling Began, Not at 
Pentecost but When Christ 
Was Glorified 


It is so important to notice what 
the Scriptures expressly state, 
that is, that the Holy Spirit began 
to dwell in Christians’ bodies the 
day of Christ’s resurrection with 
a glorified body, and not at Pente- 
cost. Pentecost was an important 
date, but the apostles who waited 
and prayed until the day of Pente- 
cost were not praying for the Holy 
Spirit to come and dwell in them. 
They had already received Him 
when Jesus breathed on them and 
said, ““Receive ye the Holy Ghost.” 
He was poured out on them and 
filled them with soul-winning pow- 
er at Pentecost, but already He 
had taken up His abode in their 
bodies. 


Christians today should not pray 
for the Holy Spirit to come and 
dwell in their bodies, That He al- 
ready does. The disciples before 
Pentecost were not praying for 
the Holy Spirit to dwell in their 


bodies, but for the soul-winning 
power promised in Luke 24:49 
and Acts 1:8. 


Holy Spirit Now Dwells in 
Every Christian 


The Bible does not expressly say 
so, but it implies that on the day 
of the resurrection every saved 
person then alive had the Holy 
Spirit come into His body to 
dwell just as did those apostles. 
And from that time on, whenever 
one is born of the Spirit, the same 
Holy Spirit of God takes up his 
abode in the saved person’s body. 
Many Scriptures prove that every- 
one who is saved has the Holy 
Spirit dwelling in his body. Note 
carefully the following Scriptures: 

“But ye are not in the flesh, but 
in the Spirit, if so be that the 
Spirit of God dwell in you. Now 
if any man have not the Spirit of 


to them gave he power to become 
the sons of God, even to them that 
believe on his name” (John 1:12), 
so if you will receive Him today 
you will immediately become a 
child of God.

Hebrews 12:22, 23 tells 
how this body, including all the 
saved, “the church of the firet- 
born, which are written in Heav- 
en,” composed of all “the spirits of 
just men made perfect” will be 
assembled in the heavenly Jeru- 
salem at the rapture. 


“But ye are come unto Mount 
Sion, and unto the city of the liv- 
ing God, the heavenly Jerusalem, 
and to an innumerable company of 
angels.

When one is 
born of the Spirit, the Spirit puts 
him into this body of Christ. First 
Corinthians 12:12-14 says: 

“For as the body is one, and 
hath many members, and all the 
members of that one body, being 
many, are one body; so also is 
Christ. 

“For by one Spirit are we all 
baptized into one body, whether 
we be Jews or Gentiles, whether 
we be bond or free; and have been 
all made to drink into one Spirit. 

“For the body is not one mem- 
ber, but many.” 

Baptism is a burial (Col. 2:12, 
Rom. 6:4, 5). The term in the 
Greek literally means a_ burial.

Every saved person has _ been 
buried into the body of Christ and 
left there, becoming a part of that 
body. 

A baptism in water is followed 
by a resurrection from the water, 
but when one is baptized into the 
body of Christ, he is buried in 
that body, welded and sealed into 
the body of Christ and becomes a 
member or part of that body, 
never to be taken out of it. One 
reason a child of God can never 
be lost is that he is a part of the 
body of Christ. 


It is said that someone asked a 
little girl who felt secure in ever- 
lasting life, “But aren’t you afraid 
you might slip through Christ’s 
fingers?” But she answered, “No! 
No! I am one of the fingers!” 
Every saved person is buried into 
the body of Christ and becomes a 
part of that body. At the same 
time he drinks in the Holy Spirit. 

Notice carefully that one may be 
baptized or buried in different 
elements. One may be baptized in 
water. John said: 


“IT indeed baptize you with (or 
in) water unto repentance: but he 
that cometh after me is mightier 
than I, whose shoes I am not 
worthy to bear: he shall baptiz e 
you with the Holy Ghost... 
Matt. 3:11. 

Compare these three entirely 
separate baptisms. A _ preacher 
baptizes, or buries, a new convert 
in water. Christ was to baptize 
(or cover up) Christians in the 
Holy Ghost. But the Holy Spirit 
has baptized (or buried) every 
Christian into the body of Christ. 
The term baptism here refers to 
three entirely different events. A 
preacher baptizes in water, Christ 
| baptizes in the Holy Ghost, the 

Holy Ghost baptizes into the body 
of Christ. 
Every saved person is baptized 
by the Holy Spirit into the body of 
Christ. But it is not true that 
every saved person has been bap- 
; tized in water, and it is not true 
that every person has had the 
Holy Spirit poured out on him in 
such abundance and power as to 
cover him, surround him complete- 
ly with the Holy Ghost, 

If you do not see that difference, 
then go back and read again the 
Scriptures given on this question.

What the Holy Spirit Did at 
Conversion 

For every saved person, then, 
the Holy Spirit has done certain 
things: 

(1). Every saved person 
BORN of the Spirit (John 3:5). 

(2). Every saved person has re- 
ceived the Holy Spirit to dwell in 
his body (Rom. 8:9; I Cor. 6:19, 
20). 


(3) Every saved person has been 
taken by the Holy Spirit and 
buried or baptized into the body 
of Christ (1 Cor. 12:12, 13). 


The Bible speaks of this body 
s “the church which is his body” 
(Col. 1:18), and as “the general 
assembly and church of the first- 
born (Heb. 12:23). (However, let 
this church, the body of Christ, the 
assembly that will meet in Heaven 
at the rapture, not be confused 
with local congregations of Chris- 
tians called churches.) The Bible 
gives example and precept for lo- 
cal congregations of Christians 
called churches. Every local 
church is a called-out assembly 
(Greek ekklesia), but at the rap- 
ture, every saved person will be in 
another called-out assembly. 


It is clear that every saved per- 
son is born of the Spirit, indwelt 
by the Spirit, and placed or bap- 
tized into the body of Christ by 
the Spirit. 


is 


But Every Christian Can Have 
More Holy Spirit Power 
Just as the disciples were com- 
manded to tarry at Jerusalem 
until they be endued with power 
from on high, after Jesus had 
breathed on them and they had 
received the Holy Ghost, so Chris- 
tians today need the same Holy 
Spirit power. There is no room for 
argument on this question. It is 
obviously true that not every 
Christian has what the disciples 


got at Pentecost. The Holy Spirit 
was in them, already, but they 
needed Him to come upon them for |! 
soul-winning power, In Acts 1:8 
Jesus told the disciples: 

“But ye shall receive power, af- 
ter that the Holy Ghost is come 


upon YOu: and ye shall be witness- 


Him upon them in powerful wit- 
nessing. 
Several other cases besides that 


of Holy Spirit power. Some peo- 
ple believe that these were not 
saved, but since God’s word calls 
them disciples, and Paul announc- 
es that they had believed in Christ, 
the simplest and safest plan would 
be to accept them as saved people 
just like any other believers or 
disciples. If they were truly be- 
lievers in Christ, then we believe 
the Holy Spirit had come in their 
bodies to dwell, but they knew 
nothing of His fullness, His power 
for service. 

It is clear, then, according to 
the Bible, that when one is saved, 
he is born of the Spirit, the Holy 
Spirit dwells in his body, and he 
has been buried or baptized into 
the body of Christ. But it is equal- 
ly clear that such a Christian 
needs yet other work of the Holy 
Spirit to prepare him for soul win- 
ning witnessing. 


Baptism, Filling, Pouring Out, 
or Gift of the Spirit All Refer 
to What Happened at 
Pentecost 


The Bible uses several terms for 
the blessing that came to the 
disciples at Pentecost. In Luke 
24:49 Jesus told them: 


“And, behold, I send the prom- 
ise of my Father wpon you: but 
tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, 
until ye be endued with power 
from on high.” 

Again in Acts 1:4, 5 we are told, 


“And, being assembled together 
with them, commanded them that 
they should not depart from Jeru- 
salem, but wait for the promise of 
the Father, which, saith he, ye 
have heard of me. 

“For John truly baptized with 
water; but ye shall be baptized 
the Holy Ghost not many 
hence.”

In the case of the new converts 
in Phillip’s revival at Samaria, 
the Holy Ghost had not fallen on 
them until Peter and John came 
down from Jerusalem and prayed 
for them. Acts 8:14-17 Says: 

“Now when the apostles which 
were at Jerusalem heard that Sa- 
maria had received the word of 
God, they sent unto them Peter 
and John: 

“Who, when they were come 
doun, prayed for them, that they 
might receive the Holy Ghost: 

“(For as yet he was fallen upon 
none of them: only they were bap- 
tized in the name of the Lord Je- 
sus). 

“Then laid they their hands on 
them, and they received the Holy 
Ghost.” 

Paul the apostle was converted 
on the road down to Damascus, 
but was not filled with the Holy 
Ghost until three days later when 
Ananias came to him and said, 
“Brother Saul, the Lord, even Je- 
sus, that appeared unto thee in the 
way as thou camest, hath sent me 
that thou mightest receive thy 
sight and be filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” Paul was converted, and 
we may be sure that the Holy 
Spirit came into His body to dwell 
when he was converted. But three 
days later he was filled with the 
Holy Ghost, proving that a Chris- 
tian needs more of the Holy Spir- 
it’s work than what happens to 
him at conversion. 

Again in Acts 19:1-6, we are 
told of “disciples” who had “be- 
lieved” and had been baptized, and 
yet knew nothing of the blessing

“But Peter, standing up with 
the eleven, lifted wp his voice, and 
said unto them, Ye men of Judaea, 
and all ye that dwell at Jerusa- 
lem, be this known unto you, and 
hearken to my words: 

“For these are not drunken, as 
ye suppose, seeimg it is but the 
third hour of the day. 

“But this is that which 
spoken by the prophet Joel; 

“And it shall come to pass in 
the last days, saith God, I will 
pour out of my Spirit upon all 
flesh: and your sons amd your 
daughters shall prophesy, and your

Here Peter says that what has 
happened is that ‘pouring out of 
the Spirit’ promised by the 
Prophet Joel! At Pentecost they 
not only had the enduement with 
power from on high, the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, the filling of 
the Holy Ghost, but they also had 
the pouring out of the Holy Ghost! 

And in the same chapter, Peter 
called the same blessing “the gift 
of the Holy Ghost” (vs. 38). In 
Acts 10:44, 45, when Cornelius and 
his household received the same 
blessing, we are told: 


“While Peter yet spake these 
words, the Holy Ghost fell on all 
them which heard the word. 

“And they of the circumcision 
which believed were astonished, as 
many as came with Peter, because 
that on the Gentiles also was 
poured out the gift of the Holy 
Ghost.” 

What happened at Pentecost, 
then, was also “the gift of the 
Holy Ghost.” 

The words themselves may not 
always have the same meaning, 
but certainly in the language of 
the Bible, what happened at Pente- 
cost to the disciples was an endue- 
ment of power from on high, a 
baptism of the Holy Ghost, a fill- 
ing of the Holy Ghost, a pouring 
out of the Holy Ghost, and the 
gift of the Holy Ghost. 

All these terms are used direct- 
ly about the blessing received that 


day. It becomes manifest, then, 
that several terms are used in the 
Bible about the same experience. 


These Terms Not Used About 
Salvation. Nor Indwelling of 
Spirit, Nor Baptism Into 
the Body of Christ 


Paul was filled with the Holy 
Ghost on two different occasions 
(Acts 9:17 and Acts. 13:9). Doubt- 
less, many, many times he was 
filled afresh for service. The 
modern heresy, then, which teach- 
es that the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost is a second work of grace 
which erradicates sin, etc., misses 
the mark entirely. Christians need 
to be filled again and again with 
the Holy Spirit. 


No Sinless Perfection, Nor 
Tongues, Nor Other 
Miracles 


Some people believe that to be 
filed or baptized with the Holy 
Ghost will result in sinless per- 
fection, but that is not true. Paul, 
after he was filled with the Holy 
Ghost, wrote, “I find then a law, 
that, when I would do good, evil 
is present with me. For I delight 
in the law of God after the inward 
man: But I see another law in 
my members, warring against the 
law of my mind, and bringing me 
into captivity to the law of sin 
which is in my members” (Rom. 
7:21-23). The same Paul, after’he 
was filled with the Holy Ghost, 
said that Christ came into the 
world to save sinners, “of whom I 
AM chief” (I Tim. 1:15). 

John was filled with the Holy 
Spirit and then later wrote, “If 
we say that we have no sin, we 
deceive ourselves, and the truth is 
not in us” (I John 1:8). 


The filling or baptism of the 
Holy Spirit does not make men 
Sinless and perfect. Nor does the 
filling or baptism of the Holy 
Spirit neccessitate speaking with 
tongues. The Bible never men- 
tions speaking with tongues as an 
evidence of the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. The same is true 
about other miracles. At Pentecost 
there was the rushing sound of a 
mighty wind like a cyclone. In 
Acts 4:31 when the disciples were 
filled again there was an earth- 


Some things the Holy Spirit 
does to everyone converted at the 
time of his salvation. The new 
convert is born of the Spirit, in- 
dwelt by the Spirit, and buried by 
the Holy Spirit into the body of 
Christ. All that happens, since the 
resurrection of Jesus, at the time 
salvation. 

But what happened to the dis- 


‘) 


ciples at Pentecost was an entirely | 


different matter, and many Chris- 
tians never have the soul-winning 
power which the disciples received 


that day. All Christians could 
have, but this soul-winning power 
mentioned in the Bible by the 
'terms “endued with power from 
on high,” “baptized with the Holy 
Ghost,” “filled with the Spirit,” 
etc., does not necessarily come at 
conversion. 

Cornelius and his household 
were filled with the Spirit when 


they were saved, but in most other 
cases in the Bible the filling of 
the Spirit is an entirely separate 
matter from conversion. Let us 
not quibble about terms. 4f part 
of these terms used in the Bible 
offend you because it is used by 
someone you do not like, then use 
one of the other terms. 
not miss the teaching 
All Christians need 
power whether you call it a bap- 
tism, or filling, or enduement, or 
gift of the Spirit. 

The usual term 
Testament is “filled.’’ That is the 
term used about Pentecost. “And 
they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” (Acts 2:4). It is used 
(filled or full) a number of other 
places in the New Testament, as 
for instance, Acts 4:8; Acts 4:31; 
Acts 6:3, 5; Acts 7:55; Acts 9:17; 
Acts 13:9, 52. Paul’s prayer for 
the Ephesians was that they 
might be filled with all the fulness 
of God (Eph. 3:19), and Christians 
are commanded in Ephesians 5:18, 
“Be filled with the Spirit.” 

In other places, other terms are 
used,| but the term is not the es- 
sential thing. The power of. the 
Spirit is the important matter 
whether you call it a filling or a 
baptism, a gift or an anointing. 


Christians May Be Filled 
Many Times 

The disciples who were filled at 
Pentecost (Acts 2:4), were again 
filled with the Spirit in Acts 4:31. 
The same identical nine words are 
used in both verses, “And they 
were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost” (Acts 2:4); “And they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost” 
(Acts 4:31). Incidentally, Peter 
got filled in between times (Acts 
4:8).

blessing of Holy Spirit power. Not 
a single Scripture in the Bible 
teaches us to expect miracles as 
a result of being filled with the 
Holy Ghost. 


Holy Snirit Filline or Baptism 
Is for Soul Winning 

Jesus commanded the disciples 
to go into all the world and preach 
the Gospel to every creature, but 
insisted that they should tarry jn 
Jerusalem to be endued with pow- 
er from on high before they start- 
ed. In Acts 1:4 Jesus “command- 
ed that they should not depart 
from Jerusalem, but wait for the 
promise of the Father, which saith 
ye have heard of me.” Then 
verse 5 says that this will be a 
baptism of the Holy Ghost, and 
verse 8 says, “But ye shall receive 
power after that the Holy Ghost 
come upon-you, and ye shall 
witnesses unto me, both in 
Jerusalem and in all Judea, and in 
Samaria and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth.” 

This filling baptism of the 

(continued on page 12) 
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Holy Spirit which came at Pente- 
cost, was plainly intended to make 
powerful soul-winning witnesses of 
the disciples. That is what it was 
promised for, and that is what 
‘happened. The Bible evidence of 
the baptism or filling of the Holy 
Spirit is a testimony empowered 
by the Holy Spirit that results 
in saving souls. 


This Blessing Needed Today 

The blessing of Holy Spirit pow- 
er is needed by every Christian. 
In Bible times it was not a slow 
growth in grace, but a definite, 
and oftentimes, a sudden endue- 
ment of heavenly power. In Ephe- 
Sians 5:18 we are commanded, 
“And be not drunk with wine, 
wherein is excess; but be filled 
with the Spirit.” 

Getting drunk breaks this com- 
mandment, so it is a sin. Failing to 
be filled with the Holy Spirit 
breaks this commandment, and-is 
jikewise a sin. Every Christian 
can have the same Holy Spirit 
power, the same _ soul-winning 
testimony that was offered New 
‘Testament Christians. Children of 
God everywhere should earnestly 
seek and find this heavenly endue- 
ment of power to prepare them 
again and again for the Master’s 
‘work. 

' Some people quibble and argue 
about terms. They have learned 
opinions as to whether this bless- 
fing should be called a “baptism” 
or a filling of the Spirit, yet they 
never seek and never have the 
power which is offered and prom- 
ised freely for those who seek it. 


How to Be Filled With 
the Spirit 
Two things are particularly com- 
manded those who would be filled 
with the Holy Ghost or endued 
with power from on high. 
First, is obedience. 
14:15, 16, Jesus said: 


In John 


“If ye love me, keep my com- 
mandments. 

“And I will pray the Father, 
end he shall give you another 


Comforter, that he may abide with 
you for ever.” 

That promise is particularly for 
those who keep Christ’s command- 
ments. 

Likewise, the Great Commission 
Says: 


“Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in _ the 
name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 


“Teaching them to observe all 


things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you: and, lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of 
the world’—Matt. 28:19, 20. 


Notice again that the promise, 
“And lo I am with you alway,” 
depends upon carrying out the 
commandment. The presence of 
Christ and the power of the Holy 


Spirit is for obedient Christians. 
In Acts 2:38, baptism is not 
made essential to salvation, but is 


mentioned as of importance in re- 
ceiving “the gift of the Holy 
Ghost.” Sinners should repent (or 
trust in Christ for forgiveness) but 
having repented, they should fol- 
low Christ in baptism to have the 
blessing of Holy Spirit power. It 
is worth noticing that the Holy 
Spirit came visibly on Jesus im- 
mediately following His baptism, 
and that was evidently meant for 
a lesson to us. 


Very clear is the statement of 
Peter in Acts 5:32; 

“And we are his witnesses of 
these things; and so is also the 
Holy Ghost, whom God hath giv- 
en to them that obey him.” 

' God gives the Holy Spirit to 
hem that obey Him, Peter says. 
bedience is essential to Holy 

Spirit power for soul winning. 

Second, those who want this 
power from Heaven should pray 
for it. While the disciples were 
tarrying before Pentecost, they 
earnestly prayed. Acts 1:14 says: 
“These all continued with one 


accord in prayer and supplication, 


with the women, and»Mary the}. 
mother of Jesus, and with his}: 
brethren.” 

In Acts 4:31 we are told how 


the disciples, after a season. of 
prayer, were again filled with the] 
Holy Ghost. 


“And when they had prayed, 


the place was shaken where they| 


were assembled together; and they 
were all filled with the Holy 


ee 
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The Holy Spirit and the Christian 


Ghost, and they spake the Word 
of God with boldness.” 

They had been praying for spir- 
itual power and boldness and these 
come only by the Holy Spirit. So 
when they had prayed, they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost. 


Again in Acts 8:15, we are told 
how Peter and John came down 
to Samaria, 


“Who, when they were come 
down, prayed for them, that they 
might receive the Holy Ghost.” 


The new converts in Samaria 
received the Holy Ghost in answer 
to prayer. 

Paul, after his conversion, spent 
three days praying (Acts 9:11). 
In fact, he fasted and prayed, 
neither eating and drinking the 
three days (vs. 9), and then in 
verse 15 of the same chapter, we 
are told how he was “filled with 
the Holy Ghost.” There is a con- 
nection between prayer and filling 
of the Holy Ghost. 

In Acts 13:2 we are told how 
certain prophets and_ teachers 
fasted and prayed, and how the 
Holy Ghost spoke to them. That 
verse Says; 


“As they ministered to the Lord, 
and fasted, the Holy Ghost said, 
Separate. me Barnabas and Saul 
for the work whereunto I have 
called them.” 


In Ephesians 3:14-19, Paul says 
that he bows his knees to God for 
the Ephesian Christians that they 
may be “strengthened with might 
by his Spirit” and “filled with all 
the fullness of God.” The filling of 
the Holy Spirit comes in answer to 
prayer as well as obedience. 


Luke 11:13, then, is clearly ap- 
plicable to this matter: 

“If ye then, being evil, know 
how to give good gifts unto: your 
children: how much more shall 
your heavenly Father give the 
Holy Spirit to them that ask 
him?” 

That truth is not changed by 
the changing dispensations. The 
disciples were not to pray for the 
indwelling of the Spirit. That was 
to come when Jesus was glorified, 
and did come the same day. But 
the Holy Spirit power to win souls 
comes in answer to prayer. 

In the same passage, Luke 11, 
verses 5 to 8, tells of a man who 
went to his neighbor to borrow 
bread and said, “For a friend of 
mine in his journey is come to me, 
and I have nothing to set before 


him.” The bread which we need to 
set before our friends is the Bread 
of Life which can only be served 
effectively with Holy Spirit power. 
And in the same connection with 
this parable, Jesus commanded us 
to pray for the Holy Spirit, and 
promised that God would give 
the Holy Spirit to them that ask 
Him! 


No Room for Quarreling Here 


Perhaps, dear reader, you can- 
not see eye to eye with me on 
every detail of the truth presented 
in this article. Later, as you study 
it very carefully, checking it by 
the Word of God, you must agree 
that New Testament Christians 
often had something, a baptism or 
a filling or gift of the Holy Spirit 
which wonderfully enabled them in 
soul winning and Christian living, 
and we have the same soul-win- 
ning power. One thing is certain, 
and that is this: call it by what- 
ever you will, all of us need a holy 
enduement of power from on High. 
We need the power New Testa- 
ment Christians had, the boldness, 
the tears, the holy compassion for 
sinners. We need the power of 
God on our preaching and teach- 
ing, our singing, our testifying, 
our personal soul winning. Wheth- 


er you like to call this enduement 
of the Holy Spirit a baptism, or 
filling, or a gift, or something 
else; I beg you to earnestly seek 
God for this power and use it in 
winning souls. - 
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
